THE CITY'S 
FINANCES. 


The report of the City Auditor shows 


that the financial condition of the mu- 
nicipality has undergone an agreeable 
change from -what it tvas at the he- 
ginning ofxthe last fiscal year. It is 
not what it should be now, but the 
City Treasury is at least on a solvent' 
basis. When the last fiscal year open- 
ed there tvas a deficit of $26,000 repre- 
senting accrued and unpaid statutory 
salaries, and the amount of revenue es- 
timated by the Auditor gave but a 
gloomy promise of affairs soon being 
in a better condition. Yet there is a 
manifest improvement, and at the close 
of this year the municipality will 
be 


able to present a still better balance 
sheet. 
"While there is still a trifling 


deficiency, it is too small for serious 
consideration, and the revenue for the 
year will show a substantial increase 
ever last year's income. The increase 
•will be both in property taxes and sa- 
loon licenses. 
But for the $4,000 
ex- 


pended out of the street fund on the 
Adeline sewer the city would have be- 
Run the new year with an actual cash 
balance. As it is, there will be more 
monev for street work than has been 
available for several years past. This 
is an assurance that will be exceeding- 
ly gratifying to the public, for the con- 
tinuous neglect of our streets and sew- 
ers has been the source of the 
most 


grievous complaint. 


Aside from the ordinary budget, the 


money now in the Park and Boulevard 
fund available for the improvement of 
Ihe Twelfth street dam is a clear gain 
for 
a 
most important work. 
The 


amount available approximates $35,000, 
or between four and five thousand dol- 
lars Jess than the cost of the improve- 
ment estimated by the City Engineer. 
I! this sum and the S4.000 expended on 
the 
Adeline street sewer be added to 


the $26.000 carried over salaries, it will 
bp seen that the financial condition of 
the city has been improved during the 
past year to the extent of over 560,000. 
This is progress indeed, and progress in 
the right direction. It has been made by 
the exercise of the most rigid economy, 
but 
rigid economy was necessary to 


lift the city's credit out of the slough 
of insolvency. The showing is one the. 
Council and the Board of Public Works 
can well feel proud oC because they 
have met an exigency In the city's af- 
fairs 
more 
satisfactorily than "was 


thought possible a. year ago. 


JUDGE PATERSON. 


The late Van R. Paterson illustrated 


Ihe opportunities of American democ- 
racy and the character of its best citi- 
zenship. 
Sprung from the humblest 


walks of life, he was practically self 
educated and self-made, yet he had 
the polish and dignity of a man who 
possessed in youth all the advantages 
that wealth 
and 
social station can 


give. He was not ashamed of the fact 
that his family was poor and obscure, 
and in his presence one felt that It is 
In Ihe power of men of native force 
and ability to grasp the graces of social 
culture as well as command the recog- 
nition due intellectual strength 
and 


capacity. 


His career ivas singularly success- 


ful measured by the highest standards 
of human effort, tie began at the plow 
and died an eminent private citizen 
having voluntarily laid down one of 
the most honorable and exalted offices 
in the sift of the people. He was only 
f.3 yei.'rs when his life closed. 
Judge 


Paterson was for nearly eight years 
on the Superior Bench and for an 
eqtinl length of time was a Justice of 
the Supreme Court. "With several years 
yet to serve he laid aside the ermine to 
return to private life and the practice 
of a profession In which he took rank 
with the foremost. 
No better testi- 


monial to his ability 
and 
character 


ri'Uk] be borne than the fnct that he 
was on the Superior bench before he 
•UR." thirty and on the Supreme bench 
before he was forty. 


As a jurist Judge Paterson was dis- 


tinguished by breadth of view and 
Warily of judgment. 
To his profound 


knowi^Jm- of tlu- principles of juris- 
l>rudt.-rice vv.ts added au intellectual in- 
u,-;>en<!eiu-..- which invested his decis- 
ions \\ith strength and originality. lie 
]iossc!>.= ed tiic inostim.ibls Quality of 
judK-i,-.; -i.ur.'.se in a rare degree. No 
man ever ,;---nu;ed Judge Paterson of 
lieitig swayed by interest or awed by 
power. 
His native quality impressed 


his associates on the bench perhaps 
more than f: did tho public at large, 
and thus respect for his opinions ajid 
confidence in his representations served 
him in splendid stead when he stepped 
down from the bench to take his place 
as a practitioner at the bar. 


By the death of Judge Paterson the 


Stnte loses a strong and useful citizen 
whose life testifies to what unaided 
effort may achieve and whose career 
exemplifies all that is best in American 
politics. His was a robust, honorable, 
courageous soul untainted by the vices 
of a sordid age or the hypocricies of 
the namby-jamby school ut political 
purists who propose to purify public 
life by emasculating its virility and 
purpose.

post-Exilic collection o£ popular nup- | 
tial songs aucl love-ditties, which may 
all have been, sung; at Hebrew wed- 
dings, although they were not origi- 
nally composed tor this purpose. T^hey 
were probably compiled in the neigh- 
borhood ol Damascus after the 'begin- 
ning oC the Seluciclan era (312 B. B.) 
In Palestine the autumn is the usual 
time for weddings; after the 
hajrvest, 
says Dalnian is the introduction to his 
Palestinian' Divan, the young men have 
leisure and also money to pay for the 
brides, but in the country east oC the 
Jordan, .especially in the neighborhood 
of Damascus, the majority of the wed- 
dings take place during March, which 
is the most beautiful month of 
the 
year. 
T.his Springtide of Love is de- 


scribed in the beautiful poem 
which 
we find, in the second cha.pter o£ the 
Wonff of Solomon, and from which I 
quote a single extra: 


Hark! dearest mine, 


Behind, he is coming, 


Over mountains leaping, 


Over hillocks skipping. 
Behold, he is standing 


Behind our wall there! 
From windows T peer down, 


Through lattices peeping1. 
Arise, iny darling! 


Ail. come my fair one'

.Bi'blical love-ditties is contained 
in 


versos 6 and 7 of the last chapter, 
which must be preceded by the begin- 
ning of the third chapter:

Prof. Franz Delitzch of Leipsic, one o£ 
the foremost Brbiican scholars of the

century, and one of the 


most devout Christians I ever met in 
my life, stated in the introduction to 
•his commentary on the Song of Solo- 
mon that this book was the most dif- 
ficult book in the Old Testament, but 
the meaning becomes perfectly plain, 
in fact ton plain, as soon as we know 
that it is not an allegorical dramatic 
poem but a collection of popular love- 
ditties which must be interpreted on 
the hasls of thp erotic imagery In the 
Talmud and modern Palestinian and 
other Mohamedan poetry.
